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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 5, 7, 9, 63, 66 and 68-70 are pending in the instant application. Claims 9 and 68 
have been amended, claims 3, 4 and 8 have been canceled and claims 69 and 70 have been added 
as requested by Applicant in the Paper filed March 17, 2005. 

All claims are currently under examination. 

Withdrawn Objections and Rejections 

2. Any objection or rejection of record which is not expressly repeated in this action has 
been overcome by Applicant's response and withdrawn. 

New Rejections 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

3. Claims 9 and 68 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 9 and 68, as written, do not sufficiently 
distinguish over leptin receptors as they exist naturally because the claims do not particularly 
point out any non-naturally occurring differences between the claimed products and the naturally 
occurring products. In the absence of the hand of man, the naturally occurring products are 
considered non-statutory subject matter. See Diamond v. Chakrabarty, 447 U.S. 303, 206 USPQ 
193 (1980). Claim 9 should be amended to indicate the hand of the inventor, e.g., by insertion of 
"isolated" or "purified". See MPEP 2105. 
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Maintained Rejections 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 5, 7 and 68 remain rejected and new claims 69 and 70 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the 
inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention, for 
reasons of record in the previous office actions, paper mailed Jan. 15, 2004, at pages 7-9, paper 
mailed Dec. 15, 2004 at pages 4-5, and below. 

Applicants traverse the rejection on pages 6-7 of the response, and assert that the 
specification provides an adequate written description of the claimed polypeptide sequences. 
Applicants have canceled certain claims, and therefore the rejection over these claims is moot. 
Applicants also assert that the claims, including as amended and presented above, are supported 
by an adequate written description and include, in each case, a sufficiently precise definition by 
structure, formula, chemical name or physical property. 

Applicants' arguments have been fully considered but are not deemed persuasive. 
The claims encompass allelic variants of the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 10, and no allelic 
variants have been disclosed. An adequate written description of a DNA (or encoded 
polypeptide), "requires a precise definition, such as by structure, formula, chemical name, or 
physical properties," not a mere wish or plan for obtaining the claimed chemical invention. Fiers 
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v. Revel 984 F.2d 1164, 1171, 25 USPQ2d 1601, 1606 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Accordingly, "an 
adequate written description of a DNA requires more than a mere statement that it is part of the 
invention and reference to a potential method for isolating it; what is required is a description of 
the DNA itself." Id at 1 170, 25 USPQ2d at 1606." 
Therefore, the rejection is maintained. 

It is believed that all pertinent arguments have been answered. 

Conclusion 

5. 1 Claims 63 and 66 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

5.2 Claims 5, 7, 9 and 68-70 are rejected. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
